WASHINGTON (#) — Military | 
developments in the United States 
reflect the “very, very serious’’ 
world situation noted by Secre- 
tary of State Marshall. 


High command conferences . . | 
new weapons. . .quesis for military 
manpower. . .cCngressional warn- 
ings against cutting defense funds. 

All these. coincided today with 
Marshall's grave summation of the 
trend of global affairs. 

But just as the secretary voiced 
an implied plea to the American 
people to keep cool, other top of- 
ficials in both the diplomatic and 
military branches of the govern- | 
ment took pains to stress this: 

All efforts to build up the Uni- 
ted States’ armed might are aim- 
ed solely at guarding against ag- 
gressive attack. 

These officials shun the idea 
of a “preventive” war to beat any 
would-be attacker to the draw. Se- 
cretary of Defense Forrestal told 
a news conference yesterday that 
it is not the nature of democrac- 
ies, (particularly this democracy,) 
to plan a war deliberately.

-At this writing it is not known as yet whether Masaryk 
mef his doom by his own hand or if he was deliberately 
murdered by the communist minority which only a few 
wedks ago in a surprise “coup d'etat” took control of the 
country. For some time, the exact status of Masaryk had 
beenvunknown and his sudden death yesterday removes 
any, doubt there may have been of what the new Czech 
government has in mind for the future of a country which 
was once admired by the entire world for its militant dem- 
ocracy. 5; 

“Americans will feel even a more personal loss in Jan 
Masaryk’s death for he was not only the son of the founder 
of the Czech republic, Thomas Masaryk, but of an American 
mothes. He spent considerable time in Washington and was 
well-Rffown by many high officials of our government. 

-From the general international picture, Masaryk’s mys- 
teriéus death resembles the pattern followed by Hitler and 
the ‘Nazis in the days before the outbreak of the last war. 

-Apparently the communists, while fighting Nazis, were 
not ‘slow in absorbing many of their tactics and if given a 
free- hand will, no doubt, even surpass them since the 
peop'e of the world are neither physically or temperamentally 
prepared to wage another global war. 

"Who will be next in Europe is difficult to say. What 
country will next come under the heel of the Red scourge? 
What can be done to stop the march of Russia and her com- 
muriist allies? These must be questions now going through 
the ‘minds of many Americans as events continue to move 
quickly, too quickly for a world still nursing its wourds of

UPLAND LIBRARY 





California is very much in the 
foremost thoughts of the nation 
during the celebration of the 
three centennials, the discovery 
of gold in 1948, the invasion of 
the ’49’s and in 1850, the admis- 
sion of the state to the Union.

Scherer, A VULCAN AMONG 
THE ARGONAUTS, being vivid 
excerpts from those original and 
amusing memoirs of John Carr, 
Blacksmith, and THE MAPS OF | 
THE CALIFORNIA GOLD RE- 
GION, « 1948-1857, a  biblio-carto- | 
graphy of an important decade, | 
by Carl I. Wheat. | 

This exhibit has given way to 
the second, which features a com- 
plete costume, in rich gray silk 
and deep wine velvet. It is on 
display in the glass case in the| 
lobby. Every garment, except 
the bonnet and the jewelry, is au- 
thentic, and was actually worn} 
by a grand lady one hundred | 
years ago. Included are the lav- 
ish gown, heavily reinforced with | 
cinoline, the quilted cape, the, 
black lace mitts, the gray suede | 
beaded slippers, the coquettish 
white lace parasol, which un-| 
bends, unfolds, and tips, the bead- 
ed bags and the frilly fans. Other 
exhibits are being planned. 

It was also in 1948 that a move- 
ment got under way which result- 
ed in even further emancipation | 
of women. Volume one covers | 
the years of 1848 through 1861. | 
The volumes are entitled HIS-| 
TORY OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE, | 
and were edited by Elizabeth Cady | 
Stanton, Susan B. Anthony and! 
Matilda Joslyn Gage. The books | 
Were published by Charles Mann | 
in Rochester, N. Y., in 1887, and 
the copyright in 1886 was held 
by Susan B. Anthony. Susan | 
Brownell Anthony, whose birthday 
occurs February 15, was an Amer- | 
ican reformer and leader of wo- | 
man suffrage. From the age of | 
17, as a teacher in a New York 
rural school, she agitated for 
equal pay for woman teachers, 
for coeducation and for college 
training for girls... At a temper- 
ance meeting in 1851, she met 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, and from 
that time until Mrs. Stanton’s 
death in 1902, they were associat- 
ed as leaders in the woman move- | 
ment in the United States. Dur- 
ing Miss Anthony's later years, 
she traveled and lectured through- 
out the United States and Europe, 
overcoming ridicule and opposi- 
tion and seeing the woman move- 
ment gradually advance to re- | 
spectability and political import- | 
ance. The secret of her power 
was her unswerving singleness of 
purpose. |
